Outstanding Events in the Religious World in 1955

weird, ambiguous face. Increases both in church 

membership and crime, the mounting tempo side 
by side of religionism and of secularism, the rising anti- 
totalitarian enthusiasm for democracy alongside a nebu- 
lous conception of spiritual priorities, and a common em- 
phasis on religious advance by diverse evangelical, liberal, 
Roman Catholic, Jewish and cult groups, all contribute to. 
this national photomontage. From the whole came news 
that the year had gotten underway with a record 
97,482,611 church members, a gain of more than 2,600,000 
over the previous year, and that 60 and .3 per cent of the 
nation had already come into church membership. 


On almost every religious front, 1956 loomed as a stra- 
tegic year for the life of the nation. In some big cities, 
where corrupt political machines had been defeated, en- 
thusiasm was sparked for a national “Christian party.” 
In several quarters there was new talk of a great Chris- 
tian university. Elsewhere, widening theological disunity 
within liberalism suggested that 1956 would supply the 
peak opportunity for large-scale evangelical enterprises, 


A MERICAN RELIGIOUS LIFE in 1955 disclosed a 
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especially in the wake of Billy Graham’s larger impact 
upon the Western Hemisphere. Graham’s 1956 schedule 
listed campaigns in New York City and San Francisco, and 
a visit to Oriental Christians in India. Plans for Roman 
Catholic advance continued, keyed to Samuel Cardinal 
Stritch’s statement to Venezuelans that the United States 
is no longer “a Protestant country.” Ecumenical forces 
saw it as an important threshold to the World Council’s 
1957 North American assembly. The Council of Liberal 
Churches, seeking to buttress the influence of its 100,000 
Unitarian and Universalist members, looked for early ac- 
tion by its merger commission. 


Behind this year-end temper stood conflicting indexes 
to the national outlook. President Eisenhower’s emphasis 
on the inseparability of faith in democracy and faith in 
God gained popular echoes. Bargaining with atheists for 
the world’s unity, the President had asked the nation to 
pray, and then knelt in church for divine guidance just 
before the Geneva summit. The Gallup poll showed 96 per 
cent of the citizenry “believes in God,” although the rea- 
sons given were various. Another poll reported that four- 
fifths of the citizens believe the Bible to be “the revealed 
Word of God.” A third indicated that 53 per cent could 
not supply the name of even one of the four Gospels. While 
the nation gasped, a Bible-versed grandmother won a 
$32,000 television award. 


BENEATH the surface of religious life, evi- 
dences of concern began to rise. The externalism of Amer- 
ican religion called for deeper analysis. Not only church- 
men poised on the periphery of the evangelistic move- 
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ment, but Evangelist Billy Graham himself warned that 
America had not yet been shaken by national revival, 
and that the status quo needs serious challenge. Gra- 
ham won the nation’s top Freedoms Foundation award 
for the year. Still well below 40, he packed Madison Square 
Garden to its 22,000 capacity, then moved on to Glasgow, 
London, Paris and Germany for remarkable campaigns, 
before a series in Toronto, and finally the Cambridge Uni- 
versity mission which precipitated lively newspaper de- 
bate of the evangelical view of the Bible. More than 
670,000 Scotsmen attended, with 16,236 responses; in Paris, 
42,000 came in five days, with 2,254 decisions; in Toronto, 
362,000, with 7,348 decisions. Meanwhile Oral Roberts, 
‘heard by more than two millions in healing campaigns 
in the United States and South Africa, projected a Lon- 
don visit. 

Ecumenical forces began rallying behind Graham’s 
evangelistic thrust, bringing to their circles an activity 
promoted previously with less enthusiasm and success. 
_Evangelical spokesmen were solicited to voice views on 
Christian unity looking to the 1957 North American as- 
sembly. The nine-denomination Conference on Christian 
Union worked against odds towards its goal of organic un- 
ion under the proposed United Church of Christ, with co- 
operative ordination. The drive for merger showed gains 
and defeats. Congregational Christian Churches and the 
Evangelical Reformed Church, with more than two mil- 
lion members jointly, voted to merge in June, 1957, to be- 
come the nation’s sixth largest Protestant denomination. 
The Presbyterian Church in the United States, with 760,- 
000 members in the South, defeated a projected merger 
with the Presbyterian Church in the U.S.A. and the Unit- 
ed Presbyterian Church of North America. The Free Meth- 
odist and Wesleyan Methodist Churches, after years of ne- 
gotiation, finally tabled indefinitely their proposed merg- 
er plans. 

The relation of America’s 56 million Protestants to the 
ecumenical movement was still not without its hesitancies 
and doubts. Southern Baptists (eight million) and Mis- 
souri Lutherans (two million) were among the 15 million 
unrepresented by the National Council of Churches. The 
cooperative evangelical effort scored some gains, sus- 
tained some setbacks. The National Association of Evan- 
gelicals, registering some numerical advances, worked 
away at its debt, ventured to begin its convention with an 
address on Christianity and the social crisis, and re- 
elected Dr. H. H. Savage of Pontiac, Michigan, as presi- 
dent. The American Council of Churches faced inner ten- 
sions, with a revolt against its titular leader, Dr. Carl 
MacIntyre, spearheaded by Bible Presbyterians. 


Secondary doctrinal disputes distressed some groups. 
Conservative Baptist forces saw a faculty exodus at West- 
ern Baptist Theological Seminary in Portland, where be- 
lief in the pre-tribulation rapture of the saints was made 
obligatory. Dispensationalism was being asserted with new 
vigor in several fundamentalist camps as the only con- 
sistent antithesis to liberalism. 


But doctrinal disputes were not confined to the smaller 
movements. The United Lutheran Church in America, in 
the first heresy trial in its 60-year-old Northwest Synod, 
found the Rev. George Crist, Jr., of Durham, Wisconsin, 
guilty of heresy for open denial of the virgin birth and 
other doctrinal departures. And Princeton Seminary’s 
President John A. Mackay contradicted Vice President 
Nixon’s tribute to the Roman Catholic Church as “one of 
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the major bulwarks against Communism and totalitarian 
ideas.” 

In an action watched by the church at large, the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Presbyterian Church, U.S.A., ac- 
clined to review evidences to reverse the expulsion by Los 
Angeles presbytery of Presbyterians on the faculty of 
Fuller Theological Seminary. Required to leave that de- 
nomination on the alleged ground that the Seminary 
aimed to hamper the denominational program (as un- 
derstood by the presbytery), these men shifted to other 
denominations with no difficulty. The Assembly also re- 
buked the growing Romanist emphasis on “Mariolatry,” 
and simultaneously approved the ordination of women 
candidates for the ministry. The latter action, since it re- 
quires presbytery approval, fanned local debate over 
whether the action is consistent with New Testament 
teaching, or reflects instead a concession to the early 
20th century feminist movement. 


COMPREHENSIVE denominational programs 
were set in motion. Southern Baptists, now in 30 states, 
announced a radio-TV expansion effort to reach the un- 
churched, including color programs and a $200,000 station 
in Fort Worth. The American Baptist Convention, its past 
decade marked by losses both on the conservative right 
and liberal left, reported a building boom among its 6,000 
affiliated churches representing 1,600,000 members. More 
than 1,000 Methodist churches participated in a year-long 
prayer marathon—once around the clock in each church 
—for world peace, and 300 secretaries of evangelism 
mapped the denomination’s plans for a nation-wide Jan- 
uary to Easter attendance campaign. 

Criticism mounted over Dr. Norman Vincent Peale’s 
conception of “positive prayer” and over Dr. Frank Buch- 
man’s Moral Re-Armament, successor to the Oxford 
Group. Religious cults were beginning to show a remark- 
able strength. Jehovah’s Witnesses frequently made head- 
lines with huge assemblies. And rumors prevailed of an 
attempted reapproachment between Seventh Day Advent- 
ists and evangelical forces. 

Controversy over the harmony of science and the Bible 
flared anew with the appearance of attempts to halt the 
dissolving effects of scientific philosophy upon the biblical 
view. The Evangelical Book Club, which in its very first 
year garnered 10,000 members and rivaled the long-es- 
tablished clubs in outreach, circulated Baylor University 
professor Bernard Ramm’s The Christian View of Science, 
a title whose propriety some questioned. The American 
Scientific Affiliation launched plans for a cooperative 
volume in defense of theism, to be released in 1959 on 
the anniversary of Darwin’s Origin of Species. Baker 
Book House issued the Twentieth Century Encyclopedia, 
two-volume supplement to the Schaff-Herzog set, carry- 
ing forward the diversity of Protestant theology in this 
century. Lutherans readied the translation of the Reform- 
er’s complete writings. Eerdmans announced plans for a 
more popular commentary series, alongside its well- 
received 17-volume international evangelical commentary. 

The tide of religious interest was high; how deep it was, 
remained uncertain. Giving was on the increase, church 
membership and attendance likewise. But so was crime, 
and spending for the sordid things of life. America was 
still the land of spiritual opportunity and decision. But it 
remained for 1956 to justify the conviction that the great- 
est spiritual awakening in many centuries is actually QD 
underway.

S WE LOOK BACK over the past year and ex- 

amine the goodness of God to His people and 

Church, we are forced to admit that God has 
not only blessed us as a Church, but he has lead us as 
His people. 

As we left the General Assembly 
in 1954 and started on the un- 
chartered paths that were before 
us, no one but God: knew just 
where they would lead. There was 
some feeling of unrest in some lo- 
calities; very high tension pre- 
vailed. A few were fearful of the 
security of the Church as an 
organization. This is not the first 
time the Church has been con- 
fronted with serious problems. 
More than once over the past 
forty-five years various ones have 
prophesied the downfall of the 
Church, or that there was going to be a split in the 
Church, or that prominent ministers were going to leave 
the Church. The outcome always has been the same; 
their prophecies always failed, and when the waves sub- 
sided, the old Ship sailed onward as if nothing had hap- 
pened. Why should we become uneasy as long as God is 
at the helm and our trust is in Him. I admit that there 
are sometimes storms, and the winds do blow and the 
waves seem boisterous. Nevertheless, if we serve and fol-

low Him, He will always bring us through the storm 
victoriously. He has never lost a battle. It is He who 
calms the troubled sea. It is He who said that the gates 
of hell shall not prevail against His Church. He still 
leads His dear children along, and today the church 
seems more stabilized than ever before. 


The progress over the past year has not been as great 
as we had hoped, but the evangelistic efforts have been 
very encouraging. More than 30,000 have been baptized 
with the Holy Ghost in the United States and Canada, 
and more than 25,000 have been added to the Church dur- 
ing the past Assembly year. General Headquarters have 
sent approximately $200,000 to nonself-supporting states 
which has been a financial lifesaver to their general 
church program. 

We cannot remember ever having so many new church- 
es and parsonages built in any one year as we have had 
this past year. 

The camp meetings, as far as I know without exception, 
were by far the greatest we have ever had. Scores were 
baptized with the Holy Ghost and many sick bodies 
were healed in our camp meetings. Our youth camps 
broke all records, both in attendance and experiences. 


The uneasy feeling that existed for awhile seems to 
have disappeared, and our laity and ministers have 
brushed aside their fears and have settled down to a 
sound program of soul-saving and evangelism. About 
four months ago one of our states set a gogl of ten new 
churches by next Assembly and they already have seven 
new churches organized. Most of the states in the min- 
isters’ meetings adopted measures to strengthen their sy 
state evangelism. Therefore, we feel that the past year 
has been a most successful one.

A REVIEW of the Editorial Department dur- 
ing 1955 is encouraging. During the year some positive 
strides were taken toward the improvement of all our 
periodicals and church literature. I think it can be said 
that more emphasis was laid on 
the editorial program of the 
Church during the past year than 
any previous year. Progress was 
made in several different fields. 

The flexibility of two-color off- 
set press was brought into use for 
the first time with the Christmas 
1954 issue of the Evangel. The 
Easter, Thanksgiving, and Christ- 
mas 1955 Evangels were also print- 
ed on two-color offset. This experi- 
ment was advantageous in that it 
demonstrated the possibility of 
printing all our special issues in 
color. It also showed us that it 
is impractical at this time to attempt to print the Evangel 
regularly by offset process. 

During 1955 The LIGHTED PATHWAY went to offset 
process altogether, beginning with the August issue. The 
first issues were frankly experimental, but with each is- 
sue new techniques were developed until now the desired 
results are being obtained. Brother Willis is doing a splen- 
did work with The LIGHTED PATHWAY and has molded 
the publication into an outstanding example of Christian 
journalism, editorially and aesthetically. These improve- 
ments increased the production costs of The LIGHTED 
PATHWAY, which in turn necessitated a slight increase 
of its subscription rates. Even with the increase, however, 
the price is well below that received by similar publica- 
tions. 

The Christian Challenge Sunday School literature un- 
der the direction of Brother Stanley has made some of 
the most commendable progress of all. Fully utilizing the 
advantages of color offset process, Brother Stanley, Sister 
Wales, and Sister Carroll—along with the field editors— 
have developed lesson material that is unsurpassed in 
the Pentecostal field. A new Young People’s Quarterly, 
Primary Workbook and Beginner Workbook were added to 
the Sunday School literature, but these will not reach the 
field until 1956. The same is true of graded curricula for 
the Primary and Beginner Departments. The work that 
has been done on these is very promising. 

The art department has been increased to three artists 
—Chloe Stewart, Walter Ambrose, and Marie Coleman. 
Walter and Marie came to the department during 1955. 
Their value to the editorial department is immeasurable. 
Chloe has already established himself as one of the finest 
illustrators in the Christian field today. Most of the at- 
tractive layout for our offset publications and the illus- 
trations for all publications are the creation of these 

three artists. It is hard to realize now that there was no 
9: department until 1952 when Chloe came to the Pub- 
lishing House fresh from the University of Alabama. 
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Another publication venture of 1955 was the publication 
of Like a Mighty Army. This was sponsored by the Su- 
preme Council, but the production of the book was left to 
the Editorial Department and the Publishing House. The 
craftsmanship of'this book has been lauded by bookmak- 
ers everywhere, so we are very happy that the typesetting, 
composition, proofing, printing, and art work, as well as 
the actual writing, were all completed by our staff and 
in our own plant. Only the binding was done elsewhere 
and it was designed here. With the publication of this 
work, it was established that book publishing is now a 
possibility in our own plant. 

We in the Editorial Department feel that we have done 
everything possible to improve the quality as well as the 
workmanship of all our periodicals and publications. We 
have endeavored to secure the finest writers, to select the 
finest material and to produce the best helps possible in 
every field. We sincerely feel that 1955 has been kind to 
the Editorial Department of the Church of God. It is our 
hope that it will prove to be the beginning of a new and 
more progressive era of spreading the written word, the 
complete gospel to all the world.

THERE ARE SOME THINGS in the past that 
We must forget, but the past victories of our Sunday 
School Department are so indelibly printed upon our 
minds that to forget them would be an impossibility. 
They serve as a source of inspira- 
tion for future progress. The 
Christ that was the same yester- 
day has promised to be the same 
forever, and to be with us alway 
even unto the end. It is my privil- 
ege to share with you some of the 
victories of this past year. 
Increased Attendance 
Through the portals of Church 
of God Sunday Schools marched 
245,743 scholars each Sunday dur- 
ing 1955, making a total attend- 
ance of 12,778,636 scholars. This 
means that every Sunday approxi- 
mately one quarter of a million 
scholars were instructed in the Word of Life. Two hun- 
dred and thirty-nine new Sunday Schools brought the 
total number of Sunday Schools for the Church of God 
to 4,048. Now enrolled in Church of God Sunday Schools 
are 327,667, which spells progress for 1955 and a bright 
outlook for the future. 





Training Courses Instituted 


Possibly the greatest step forward in the past few 
months was the institution of our own Workers’ Training 
Courses. A program was arranged whereby Workers’ 
Training Courses will be published annually by the Na- 
tional Sunday School Department until the field is ade- 
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quately covered. These courses will be especially prepared 
for the needs of our workers. Aithough the need has been 
apparent through the years, 1955 brought our plans to 
fruition. Three thousand two hundred and seventy-two 
teachers were certified during the 1955’ period. 

Vacation Bible School is a vital supplement to the Sun- 
day School. It provides added time for instruction of the 
scholars and opens up avenues of evangelism for the Sun- 
day School. Realizing that this is such a fertile field, the 
National Sunday School and Youth Department request- 
ed Lee College to set up a special training course for Va- 
cation Bible School directors and make it available 
through their Correspondence Department. Now workers 
can receive training on the college level to help direct Va- 
cation Bible Schools in their own local churches. Over 
thirty thousand boys and girls of ages four to thirteen 
were in daily attendance at the Vacation Bible Schools of 
our churches during the past year. The sales at our Pub- 
lishing House for Vacation Bible School materials dou- 
bled, and the reports of the aftermath of these schools in 
the local churches are gratifying. 


Extension Work 

During 1954 a nation-wide effort was launched to es- 
tablish branch schools which were to be operated by par- 
ent churches until such time that they could be organized 
into full-fledged churches. Over three hundred schools 
were organized in twenty months. This year revealed that 
this is one of the most fruitful projects for starting new 
churches. Since the inception of this program, as many as 
nineteen churches have been organized in a single state 
through Branch Sunday Schools. There is more work to 
be done outside of the Church than inside the Church, 
and I hope this report challenges every worker to place 
a Sunday School in every hamlet, village, town, and neg- 
lected section in the United States. Despite the large in- 
crease in church membership in evangelical circles, there 
are more communities in the United States with no evan- 
gelical Sunday Schoot than ever before. 


Increased Offering 

The Sunday School now ranks second only to tithing 
as a financing agency of the church. Last year Sunday 
School offerings soared to over one and one-quarter mil- 
lion dollars. To say it mildly, Church of God Sunday 
Schools are “big business.” The Sunday Schools of the 
Church of God are helping to bear the burden of many 
of the financial projects of the church. The financial in- 
crease usually reflects an increase in other areas of the 
school. Increased attendance usually means increased fi- 
nance. A growing Sunday School will finance itself. 


os Increased Interest 

There has been a. general Sunday School awakening 
among our local churches. Pastors report that they have 
discovered the greatest potential for growth right in the 
Sunday School. This new interest will reflect itself in fu- 
ture growth and efficiency. I have been especially pleased 
with the upsurge of adult attendance among our schools. 
This is a healthy situation for our church homes. 

The regional congresses, which are special inspirational 
and instructional meetings for pastors, workers, teachers, 
and officers, attracted twice as many registered delegates 
as the previous year. Foundations have been laid in ’55 
that will bear the weight of the superstructure of our 
Sunday Schools until the rapture takes God’s workers 
home. 
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1955 Whssions Retrospect

not fit for the kingdom”; however, in order for one to 
set his house in order for greater accomplishments, it 
is very necessary that proper 
groundwork be laid for an ag- 
gressive future. 

Oftimes we look back to the pit 
from whence we were dug and 
thank God that our feet are on 
solid ground. Too, when Satan 
Says that one cannot be sure about 
his salvation, one only needs to 
reminisce a little and remember 
the dark night when Jesus Christ 
rolled his sins away and life that 
dispelled the darkness burst forth 
within him. ‘ 

So as we take a _ retrospect 
through the year 1955 on behalf 
of Church of God Foreign Missions, we raise our voices 
in praise because the review brings to us the glorious fact 
that God has been with us and crowned our efforts with 
success. 


Deputational Work 


Deputational work at home by our deputational men, 
missionaries home on furlough, and members of the Mis- 
sions Board et cetera has been for the purpose of dis- 
seminating information relative to Church of God For- 
eign Missions, as well as to give opportunity for people to 
express their confidence and their burden for the cause 
of gospel propagation by giving to the cause of foreign 
missions. 

An awakened ministry is the answer to world evangeli- 
zation. This is only achieved when proper representation 
from foreign missions brings to the ministry of the 
Church at home the vital need of its uncompromising 
support. I feel that I can freely express that the ministry 
of the Church of God in every rank has become more 
alert to the fact that these are closing days, and if ever 
the gospel is to be propagated to the dark recesses of the 
world, it must be done in this day—our day. The retro- 
spect in behalf of missions in 1955 makes us cognizant 
of the fact that the ministry is surging forward with 
greater united effort than ever before. More and more 
we are getting away from the idea of a quota of $2.50 a 
member each year, or about twenty cents a month to save 
a lost soul from the ravages of sin and the horrors of 
hell. More and more the ministry recognizes that there 
must be a soul burden on the part of the clergy as well 
as the laity, that we give of the abundance of the heart 
and not from our pocket books alone, that we are not 
conscripted into service, but that we do what we do on 
the basis of love. Nothing we do will ever repay that 
which love has paid, but, when we have fulfilled our duty 
of love to God in giving to the cause of missions, we will 
feel highly repaid when the souls of the saints, who have 
been rescued as brands from the burning because of our, 
consecration in giving, come marching in. 1955 shows 
signs of such giving sacrifices. 
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The printed page for 1955 has practically doubled that 
of any previous year in the history of missions. The 
Church of God Evangel is now being printed in Spanish, 

rman, French, Malayalam, Japanese, Africaans, Italian 
and Portuguese. 

The printing of Sunday School literature and a youth 
paper in Spanish, as well as the printing of the Pilot in 
Spanish, has been an achievement for 1955. 

A thorough research of foreign missions promotion has 
been steadily carried on, on the part of the Missions 
Board and the Missions Department in order to provide 
greater efficiency with the same amount of effert in be- 
half of spreading the gospel throughout the world. 


Organizational methods adaptable to the various cul- 
tures of foreign countries have been a vital part in for- 
eign missions promotion in 1955. 

Outside of continental United States, we have twenty- 
eight Bible Schools. Some of them have nine-month 
terms, and some have short terms. Some carry higher ac- 
creditation than others. Nevertheless, we are striving to- 
ward one focal point—that of preparing the national to 
efficiently, and with a zeal for the lost, and a working 
knowledge of scriptural requirement, to go to those of 
his own people with this gospel message. 

1955 has shown a definite upsurge in the contributions 
on the part of the Church, its auxiliaries and individuals, 
for different projects such as, supporting native evange- 
lism, providing scholarship money for scholarship stu- 
dents in our various schools throughout the world, as- 
suming responsibility of construction projects such as 
churches, parsonages and school buildings, as well as 
playing a part in helping to foster the “Literature for the 
Lost” campaign. 

1955 has been gratifying with respect to membership in- 
crease outside of continental United States. For example, 
Puerto Rico increased its membership with an influx of 
nine hundred members plus $80,000 worth of property with 
a fine licensed and ordained ministerial staff which costs 
the mission department approximately $9,000 without any 
monthly commitments. This same example holds good for 
India where a Bible School and a strong membership 
group of, approximately, eight hundred with their prop- 
erty, united with the Church without any financial com- 
mitments. They were willing to fall in line with the es- 
tablished policies which have been operative successfully 
in India for some time. 

This same example holds good for an influx of mem- 
bers and a fine ministerial staff in the Philippine Islands. 
Among the Bantu people in Africa there has been a fine 
influx of membership. In one tent meeting held by Dr. 
Saayman, seventeen hundred natives accepted the Lord 
Jesus Christ—to say nothing about the great revivals in 
other sections of that dark continent. Brother Dalraith 
Walker writes that they just accepted 154 new churches 
into the Church of God. Revival fires are falling, and 
there is a great work to be done in Indonesia. 


Church construction, throughout the world, in 1955 has 
exceeded anything in the history of the Church which 
makes us exclaim “Behold what God hath wrought.” In 
practically every one of our mission countries, churches 
and parsonages have been built, and school buildings 
have been built in a number of countries where special 
educational efforts are put forth. 

The need of printing presses has presented itself in 
uch proportions that now we have fine printing equip- 
ment in Germany—three presses, paper cutters, perfora- 
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tor, and other equiment that enables the brethren to 
print the Evangel, posters and so forth on their own 
press. Ways and means are being provided for the pur- 
chase of a fine press in India, thanks to Brother Watson 
and his people at Riverside, Georgia. The printing press 
supplying the Latin American countries with sermon out- 
lines, hymn books, minute books, tracts, pamphlets et cet- 
era is now operating full steam ahead under the leader- 
ship of Brother Vessie D. Hargrave and his staff in San 
Antonio. This supplies a good share of our literature for 
the Latin American world. Then we cannot forget that 
the Evangel and the Sunday School literature goes out 
from General Headquarters from the Spanish Depart- 
ment at our Foreign Missions offices here in Cleveland. 
It also supplies the demand, whenever and wherever the 
doors are openéd and finances ailow, throughout the 
world. 

The retrospect of missions for 1955 makes one realize 
that “No man can be a victim of the will of God with- 
out being a victor in the work of God.” In this divine 
paradox we join with the Apostle Paul who said “We live 
by dying, we reign by suffering, in our weakness we be- 
come strong and through our poverty, we make many 
rich.” 

So, with the foundation work and the accomplishments 
of 1955, I urge that all ministers and members and 
friends put their hands to the plow and move forward 
into the whitened harvest fields sowing, reaping and 
gathering the grain into the garner for “He that winneth 
souls is wise.” This is a worth-while endeavor and we 
must all have a part in it.

THE YEAR OF 1955 has been a milestone in 
the history of the The Church of God Publishing House. 
In July, 1954, the entire operation of the Publishing 
House stepped into a new pace. The new plant was 
opened, and all machinery and 
operations were moved into our 
new home. This brought with it 
many serious problems and re- 
quired much adjustment; how- 
ever, the task has been taken in 
stride, and those who were in- 
volved have risen to the job before 
them, and God has helped this 
expansion program in many ways. 
One must realize that in an ex- 
pansion program of this sort, 
there are always growing pains 
with which to deal. In moving into 
the new plant, there is a problem 
of lost time which sometimes is 
very difficult to make up. However, new schedules were 
brought into being and everyone has tried to bring about 
a complete and efficient service for the customers. It is 
true that nearly every department has undergone a re- 
vision. The installation of new machinery is one of 
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major importance. 

The Bookkeeping Department had the tremendous task 
of adjusting to the new “cycle billing system” which is 
proving very satisfactory. Along with the new billing sys- 
tem came the necessity of changing invoices, statements 
and other materials to comply with the requirements of 
this system. We have had many good reports from the 
people on the field in relation to our new billing system. 

A great step was taken in the Printing Department 
when a new offset press was installed. The field of offset 
operation was completely new to our plant and many dif- 
ficult problems arose in this installation; however, time 
and experience have erased many of these problems. Our 
offset press is being operated in a very efficient manner 
and our quality of work speaks for itself. I feel that in 
the future, offset press will have its rightful place in The 
Church of God Publishing House operation. A new Robert- 
son offset camera was installed to assist in giving the best 
work possible and is proving very advantageous to our 
program. ’ 

In surveying the possibilities of the new plant, the 
Board felt that it would be good to install bindery ma- 
chinery to do our book binding here at the Publishing 
House. This was done and for several months now the 
Publishing House has been binding its cloth-bound books 
and doing a very fine job. This department is proving 
very successful. Other minor machinery was added to 
bring about better efficiency in our reorganizational pro- 
gram. 

A new department was organized which is the Credit 
and Sales Department. H. Bernard Dixon of Wake Forest, 
North Carolina, has been secured as Credit and Sales 
Manager. This department was set up in order to ren- 
der better service to our accounts as well as better sales 
promotion to our materials and supplies. 

Tennessee Music and Printing Company under the di- 
rection of Reverend ‘Vep” Ellis has accelerated its ef- 
forts in maintaining service and in promotion of the very 
latest in gospel singing to the local churches as well as 
individual singing groups. 

This entire expansion program has been one of vision— 
a vision to meet the increasing needs of our people and 
churches throughout the world. It goes without saying 
that this kind of operation would necessarily have many 
difficulties; however, God is helping as the people pray, 
and much good is being accomplished through this new 
program. 

During the year of 1955, the Publishing House had an 
increase in volume of approximately $19,000. We thank 
God for this and appreciate all who have supported the 
Publishing House with their orders for supplies and ma- 
terials of all natures. 

Aside from the tremendous expansion program which 
has been brought to pass in the year of 1955, we have 
been confronted with a tremendous change in the econ- 
omy of the nation. The Publishing House has felt its 
share in increased prices for materials which we buy— 
such as paper, inks, type, bookkeeping supplies, office sup- 
lies and other materials. Along with these increased 
costs, postage has also advanced. Our Mailing Depart- 
ment, which is doing a very fine job, is meeting with 
many difficult problems relative to the cost of shipping 
both by freight and by parcel post. 

The cost of paper alone has advanced nearly 50 per cent 
in the last five years. The cost of labor has advanced 
more than 30 per cent in the last four years. The cost of 
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maintenance in the new building has also advanced. With 
these increased costs and the cost of living in general in- 
creasing, it is to be expected that the Publishing House 
will eventually have to adjust prices in keeping with tne 
advances being made on the cost of materials, supplies 
and labor. 

The year of 1955 has been the year of great things for 
The Church of God Publishing House; however, I do not 
feel that it is the greatest year yet. I believe that if the 
Lord tarries, the potentials of the Publishing House are 
great and that we shall realize more and more the good 
things that God has in store for His people through the 
services of the Publishing House. 


Re Stati of Leu College

IT IS A PLEASURE for me to report to 
you on the thirty-seventh year of Lee College’s work. 
Again we are endeavoring to place first things first. The 
Bible and right living are at the very heart of the entire 
program. As a result, Lee College 
has definite individuality with 
emphasis on applied religion. The 
atmosphere of the institution re- 
flects our faith and trust in God 
and the Pentecostal testimony. We 
admit that the task of education 
is the discovery and transmission 
of knowledge, but it does not end 
there. There must be the combi- 
nation of knowledge with a dy- 
namic faith in God. 

Lee College is performing a va- 
riety of educational and spiritual 
services. If we are giving to young 
men and women the academic and 
personal development which will enable them to exercise 
constructively their responsibilies as citizens and leaders 
in their professions; and, if we are inculcating a sense of 
values according to which the gifts of civilization can be 
wisely judged and intelligently used; and, if we are keep- 
ing student life free from the vices which threaten to 
destroy Christian faith and virtue—then, we are having 
another year of conspicious service! Activities thus far 
indicate a seriousness of purpose and application which 
is quite encouraging. 

The situation at Lee College varies only in detail from 
the national trend of enrollment in church-related in- 
stitutions. At the beginning of the fall semester, the en- 
rollment, inclusive of all divisions, totalled 480 students 
from thirty-six states and seven foreign countries. Exclu- 
sive of the last two years, this is the highest enrollment 
that Lee College has had since 1950. From the stand- 
point of enrollment, it seems reasonably safe to declare 
that Lee College is the greatest school of its kind in the 
ranks of the Pentecostal Movement. Statistics gleaned 
from registration information indicate that 63 per cent 
of the entire enrollment are preparing to be ministers | 
the gospel, missionaries, or intend to work in professio 
related to the ministry of the Church of God. 
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The reorganization in the management of Lee College 
has created an impressive demonstration of teamwork. 
is making possible a more efficient handling of aca- 
ic and business affairs, thus making achievement 
ssible, under conditions that are wholesome and pleas- 
ant. The effort to get every member of our instructional 
staff to understand what his status is as an employee of 
the school, and to participate in its general management, 
and to share with the administrative problems which 
have to be faced realistically (and for which our instruc- 
tors should accept their responsibility) has developed a 
feeling of “belonging.” Teaching and spiritual guidance is 
the major service of Lee College and it can only success- 
fully perform these tasks within reasonable limits of “ac- 
tive-contentment.” I feel inclined to offer thanks to God 
for the evident prevailing devotion and dedication, on the 
part of all associated with Lee College, to the high pur- 
poses of Christian Education. 

Once again, Lee College affirms her position as a pri- 
vately-supported, independent, church-related institution 
of higher learning, whose paramount interest is to pro- 
vide a standard education in an environment in which 
young persons may develop strong Christian characters 
and realize their responsibility to God, to fellow man, 
and to themselves. We invite the constituency of the 
Church of God and Christians everywhere to lend their 
interest and support so that Lee College may preserve 
and strengthen all those enduring fundamentals in the 
best of the American Way of Life!

Have we made progress in 1955? 


To find the answer to the above question is not diffi- 
cult. It can be only “yes.” At the end of the past fiscal 
year, there were 2,500 Y.P.E.’s throughout the United 
States and Canada, or an increase of 81 over the previous 
year. This year 153,819 more people attended our Y.P.E.’s 
than last, making a total Y.P.E. attendance of 5,127,945, 
for the year or a weekly average Y.P.E. attendance of 
98,614. 


As compared with the previous year, 123 more Youth 
Revivals were conducted this past year (a total of 2,514 
people indicate that our youth are continuing to find 
Christ and their Christian characters are being strength- 
ened.

There is no lag among our youth relative to their fi- 
nancial obligations. Over a half million dollars was raised 
through Y.P.E. offerings during 1954-55. Compared with

For the past several years, interest has been growing in 
the Youth Camp phase of the Youth Program. During the 
summer of 1955, there were thirty-five Youth Camps con- 
ducted with a total registration of 5,148.

“The Lord is able to give thee 
much more than this.” 

What is your answer to the cry of a million souls in 
heathen darkness? Are you saying “The Lord is able 
to give thee much more than this?” Is the cry going 
unheeded as far as you are concerned? We can answer 
the call today, or we will answer one day before the 
judgment bar of an Eternal God. It is the power of the 
gospel of Jesus Christ that can lift these millions out of 
the depths of heathen superstition into the glorious light 
of God. Let us give them the message—“The Lord is able 
to give thee much more than this.” 

No matter what our circumstances, our lives, our con- 
ditions, the portals of heaven swing open and we hear the 
message echo through the vaults of glory—“The Lord 
is able to give thee much more than this.” Christ is our 
sufficiency. Christ is our All and in all. 
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The importance of a Bible training school in Peru can- 
not be fully emphasized. It is our only hope of successful 
evangelism in the future. Up to now, God has worked in a 
marvelous way to fulfill His promises according to the 
counsel of His Spirit. At this point, we want to ask our 
home folk for their kind, Christian cooperation in this 
important project. We would like to ask for at least 20 
persons, who will send us $10.00 monthly for 9 months, be- 
ginning in April of next year—1956. 

Our students will be “hand picked” to suit the work of 
the ministry of the Church of God. They will be given a 
“two year course” and finally sent into the Andes Moun- 
tains, the Montana (the jungle area), and also the South, 
where there is very little work of the Lord. Brethren, 
would you like to help send someone, to someone who. 
never heard of the Lord Jesus Christ—to someone who 
worships the sun instead of the Son? Won’t you please 
pray now, and ask God’s counsel concerning the part 
that you should take in this important project? Only $10 
monthly does the work of riches untold! 

We will assign you a student and help you to cor- 
respond with him as much as you like. An exchange of 
pictures can also be a part of your relations to your stu- 
dent.

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The New South Carolina Home 
for Children 


A few months ago Mr. B. B. Morgan, 
a retired business man of Gaffney, 
South Carolina, approached the pastor 
of the Church of God, who at that 
time was L. R. Patterson, with a prop- 
osition to assist our Church in South 
Carolina in establishing a Home for 
Children. The proposition seemed very 
attractive, so Brother H. B. Ramsey, 
our state overseer, was informed; and 
after looking over the property, he 
gave the report to the State Council 
and to General Headquarters. 

The proposition was to donate 125 
acres of fine farming, timber, and 

asture land; a sixteen-room dormi- 
ory, which Mr. Morgan had erected a 
few years ago with a Home for Chil- 
dren in mind; a seven-room house, a 
four-room house and a sawmill; three 
barns, farm equipment, and fifteen 
head of dairy cows; and two mules 
with sufficient feed. This property is 
evaluated at approximately $45,000. It 
is an outright grant, except for a token 
payment of $5,000 which is to be paid 
to the donor at $1,000 each year, in- 
terest free, to assure him of our sin- 
cerity in perpetuating the Home. 

This property lies about six miles 
north of Gaffney, South Carolina, and 
four miles off South Carolina state 
highway 29—a super highway, con- 
necting Greenville, South Carolina and 
Charlotte, North Carolina. Taking 
highway 150, going westward toward 
Shelby, North Carolina, the Home is lo- 
cated just off the paved road. This 
property is bordered on the east by the 
Broad River along with other water 
courses. 

The South Carolina ministers in a 
State Minister’s Meeting voted unani- 
mously to accept the grant and estab- 
lish a Home for Children under the 
name “CHURCH OF GOD HOME FOR 
CHILDREN” (Mr. and Mrs. B. B. Mor- 
gan Memorial). Signs are being erect- 
ed on the highways that those who 
pass may know. 

The ministers selected a Board of 
Directors consisting of James L. Slay, 
of Greenville; R. Vachel Dillingham, of 
Inman; Clyde C. Cox, of Dillon; J. D. 
Free, of Gaffney; and J. B. Camp, of 
Orangeburg. 

At the first board meeting, Brother 
J. B. Camp was selected to serve as 
Superintendent of the Home and the 
State Council selected Brother L. R. 
Patterson, of Clifton, to fill the va- 
cancy on the Board of Directors of 
the Home for Children and Brother 
J. D. Free was selected to be the sec- 
retary until such time as a full-time 
secretary is needed. 

Brother J. B. Camp—a man second 
to aone in ability, knowledge and 
Christian sincerity—moved immedi- 
ately to the Home to supervise the ac- 


ion. Mrs. J. B. Camp, also, will serve 
inthe Home as matron.

The new Home for Children will re- 
ceive children from two to twelve years 
of age and will begin operation Janu- 
ary 1, 1956. A charter and other docu- 
ments have been or are being pre- 
pared. The Home is well received in 
Gaffney and much ap - has been ren- 

e 


dered gratis, even to legal assistance 
and advice. 

The ministers of South Carolina 
have given working time to help pre- 
pare the Home for occupation; doing 
tile work on floors, painting, and re- 
decorating. Many of the Churches are 
furnishing the rooms and equipment 





to operate the Home, along with hold- 
ing the Harvest Festival to gather im- 
perishable foods, et cetera, to be ready 
at the opening time. The Home will 
be heated with a warm air furnace 
and equipped with modern appliances. 


We are very grateful to Brother 
L. H. Aultman, overseer of our sister 
state, North Carolina, and to those ac- 

uainted with orphanage work for 
their kind assistance. Also we are 
grateful to our state overseer, H. B. 
Ramsey along with our State Youth 
Director, J. T. Shealy for their fine 
leadership in this project.

There was not a hitch from start to 
finish. The fine work of the building 
committee and the splendid coopera- 
tion of trustees and Church, could not 
have been excelled anywhere. The 
building committee consisted of T. A. 
Casey, A. P. Sims, and J. T. Helms.—
